suBJect: GARRIDO, JOSEPH, DEPUTY {LENNOX STATION, FOR I 


On June 6, 2003, Deputies Garrido and Anthony Leonard were working an unmarked unit tasked 
with deterring an increasing homicide rate. The deputies observed a Ford sedan with no lights on 
driving at a high rate of speed and made a traffic stop on the vehicle. After coming to a stop, the 
driver turned in his seat, looked back in the direction of the deputies and placed the sedan in reverse 
and rammed the deputies’ car. The driver and passenger then began to exit the sedan. The driver 
pointed a handgun at Deputy Garrido, who was the driver of the unmarked Sheriff's unit. Deputy 
Garrido, who had started to exit the unit, fired four rounds from his duty weapon at the driver. The 
driver and passenger then got back into their sedan and sped away. The deputies initiated a pursuit 
of the sedan until the driver and passenger both fled from the vehicle. The deputies coordinated a 
containment of the area. The subsequent canine and aero search of the contained area did not locate 
the suspects. 


On April 22, 2004, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and conducted a review 
regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that were evaluated by the committee were: 
3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3-01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly Force; 3-01/025.10, 
Unreasonable Force; and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards. Concerning: 


3-01/025.00, Use of Force, 3-01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly Force, and 3-01/025.10, 
Unreasonable Force, the Committee determined that the force used by Deputy Garrido was 
reasonable and necessary and in compliance with Department policy. 


3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards, the Committee determined that the tactics employed by the 
deputies in this incident were within Department Policy.

On Thursday, June 19, 2003 Sergeant Harris, Sergeant Smith and Lieutenant Johnson of the 
Internal Affairs Bureau responded to Lennox Area, after being notified of an on duty, non hit 
shooting. Deputies Garrido and Leonard were working an unmarked unit (38A), tasked with 
deterring the increasing number of gang shootings. The Deputies observed a Ford sedan with no 
lights on, as it crossed Manchester Avenue and proceed west on 87" Street at a high rate of 
speed. The deputies initiated a traffic stop on the vehicle at 89" Street and Halldale Avenue and 
observed two males inside of the vehicle. 


Upon stopping the sedan, the driver turned in his seat, looked back in the direction of the 
deputies, placed his vehicle in reverse and intentionally rammed the deputy’s car. The male 
suspects immediately opened their doors and began to get to exit their car. As the driver suspect 
opened his door, he turned toward Deputy Garrido and pointed a handgun at him. Deputy 
Garrido the driver of the unmarked Sheriff’s unit, had started to exit the unit. Upon seeing the 
handgun pointed at him, Deputy Garrido fired four rounds from his duty weapon at the driver 
suspect. 


The suspects quickly reentered their car and accelerated away, east on 89" Street. The deputies 
initiated a vehicle pursuit and pursued the suspects vo o ë | where the driver suspect 
jumped from the still moving vehicle and ran. The passenger suspect also fled after their vehicle 
hit a parked car. (1989 Cadillac, California License 


Deputies set up a containment and requested a K-9 unit to help search for the suspects. The 
search for the suspects was unsuccessful, with both suspects still outstanding.

Deputy Garrido said that on 06-19-03, at approximately 2245 hours, he Deputy Anthony Leonard 
were assigned to Lennox Unit 38A, tasked with impacting gang activity in the Lennox Area. The 


Lennox Area had been very active with a number of shootings, believed to be gang related.

IAB NOTE: 


Deputy Garrido said after leaving the scene of the Ey saw a vehicle, with 
no lights on, drive across Normandie Avenue at a high rate of speed and continue east. He said 
when he first saw the vehicle cross Normandie Avenue, he wasn’t certain of what street the 
suspect’s had crossed over on, or the make of the suspect’s vehicle. 


IAB NOTE: After the incident was over, Deputy Garrido drove the same route that they 
had taken earlier, so that he could identify the streets by name or number. 
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The suspect’s vehicle proceeded west on 87st Street, at 45 to 50 mph and had a good jump on 
them. He said that they were trying to catch up with the vehicle so that they could run the plate 
and get an idea of what they were stopping. He said the vehicle was still blacked out as it 
continued on 87" Street, past Halldale Avenue and then past Dalton Avenue. The suspect’s 
vehicle ran the posted stop at Denker Ave, and may have hit their brakes, as they saw the brake 
lights flickering. The vehicle continued to La Salle Avenue, were it ran the stop sign and turned 
left. Deputy Garrido said the vehicle slowed down and they were able to run the license plate. 
He and his partner wanted to wait for the return, before lighting them up, so that they would have 
some idea of what they were stopping. He said the return came back and revealed no hits and no 
wants on the vehicle. 


They turned on the unit’s forward red light and saw the suspect driver turn around, look over his 
right shoulder and speed up. Because they were in a slick car, he thought that maybe the suspect 
driver missed the forward red. He the turned on all of the emergency lights, consisting of the 
wigwags, the forward red light and the strobe. (Refer to Exhibit C- Photograph # 8) The suspect 
driver then sped up and locking up the brakes, as he turned east onto 89" Street and narrowly 
missed striking the curb. The suspect driver continued east on 89" Street, and Deputy Leonard 
broadcasted the 10-33 traffic. The suspect’s vehicle crossed Denker Avenue, continued east to 
Dalton Avenue and he saw the suspect driver look back. The suspect’s speed was approximately 
60-65 mph as they neared Halldale Avenue and 89" Street. The suspect driver locked his brakes 
and skidded to a stop. 


IAB NOTE: Halldale Avenue and 89" Street is a T-type intersection. (Refer to Exhibit 
C- Photographs #1 and #2) 


The unmarked unit was stopped approximately fifty feet behind the suspect’s:vehicle at this time. 
He said the suspect driver then put his right arm over the front seat, turned his upper body, 
looked back in their direction, placed his car in reverse, accelerated and rammed their unit. (Refer 
to Exhibit C- Photograph # 22)When the suspect driver began backing up, he believed that the 
suspects were going to back up and drive around the unit or give themselves room to make the 
turn. He said the suspect’s vehicle had came to a stop in a north-east direction, just west of the 
east curb line of Halldale Avenue. When the suspect placed his vehicle in reverse, he saw the rear 
tires spin as they lost traction. When they were approximately twenty feet in front of them, he 
knew that the suspect driver intended to ram their car and told his partner to hold on. He said 
that the rear bumper of the suspect’s vehicle, struck the front bumper of their unmarked unit and 
the suspect’s vehicle “bounced forward” after the impact. (Refer to Exhibit C- Photograph #7) 


He said the vehicles came to rest approximately twenty feet apart. He saw the suspect driver 
open his door and thought that the suspect’s were probably going to run. Deputy Garrido said as 
soon the suspect driver opened his door, he leaned out of the vehicle and turned in his direction. 
He doesn’t know if the suspect driver’s foot touched the ground, but did see his foot and part of 
his upper torso come out of the car. He saw the suspect driver was holding a gun in his right 
hand, his arm was extended and the gun was pointing at him. 
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Deputy Garrido, fearing that the suspect was going to shoot him, fired three to four rounds at i 
him. (Exhibit C- 11 and #12) | 


IAB NOTE: Two expended shell casing where found in the street, on 89" Street, west of 
Halldale Avenue. One additional expended shell casing was found on the rear floorboard 
of the unmarked unit. (Refer to Exhibit C- Photographs #9 and #10) An examination of 
Deputy Garrido service weapon, revealed that it contained twelve unexpended rounds, 
one in the chamber and eleven in the magazine. (Refer to Miscellaneous Documents, 
Lab Receipt # J349350) 


The driver suspect, immediately closed his door and drove north on Halldale Avenue to 89" 
Street, and continued east on 89" Street. Deputies immediately put out additional emergency 
traffic, advising of a 998 and the suspect’s direction of travel. They pursued the suspect vehicle 
east on 89" Street, across Normandie Avenue, to 88" Street, were it continued east on 88" Street. 
In the 1200 Block of 89" Street they saw the suspect’s vehicle slow down, both doors opened and 
the driver suspect jumped from the still moving vehicle. The driver suspect then ran north 
through an apartment complex. The passenger suspect was still in the vehicle until it crashed 
into a parked car on the north side of 89" Street.(Refer to Exhibit C- Photographs #14, #15 and 
#16) The passenger suspect also escaped from the vehicle and ran north towards residential 
housing, just east of where the driver had ran. The deputies elected not to chase the suspects and 
immediately began the task of setting up a containment. 


Deputy Garrido said after the suspect’s vehicle rammed their unit, he could not fully close his 
door, which had been sprung from the impact. His partner was unable to open his door 
(passenger door) which was also damaged from the impact. (Refer to Exhibit C- Photographs 
#3, #4 and #5) He said that when the driver suspect pointed the handgun at him, he though the 
suspect was going to shoot them. Deputy Garrido said that immediately after the suspect’s 
vehicle stopped, he opened his door and removed his service weapon from its holster. He said it 
happened so fast, that he is unable to positively identify the type of handgun that the driver 
suspect pointed at him. He believes that the driver suspect, may have fired a shot at them, but is 
not certain. He initially pursued the suspect’s vehicle, because he believed it was involved in one 
of the earlier murders, or was at the very least, out for a payback. In addition he said that the 
driver suspect had operated his vehicle in a reckless manner. 


DEPUTY LEONARD, Anthony - Deputy Sheriff # BE 

Deputy Leonard said that he and Deputy Garrido had just left the scene of ay O O 
HE (hey saw a blacked out vehicle crossing Normandie Avenue and 

proceeding west on 87" Street. The vehicle appeared to be traveling at a high rate of speed and 

bottomed out, with sparks flying from the undercarriage as it crossed Normandie Avenue. He and 

his partner believed that the vehicle was either involved in the Go: were fleeing from 

an unreported shooting. 
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He said they knew that as a result of the recent shootings, a payback shooting would follow. He 
thinks the suspect vehicle was traveling at approximately 60 mph, when it crossed Normandie 
Avenue. 


They followed the suspect’s vehicle west on 87" Street and tried to get close enough to run the 
license plate. Deputy Leonard’s account of the suspect’s direction of travel is the same as that of 
his partner, Deputy Garrido. He said that just before La Salle Avenue, he was able to make out 
the license plate of the vehicle and run it on the unit’s MDT. He said the vehicle came back to a 
Ford sedan out of {J with no wants. He said by the time that the information came back, 
they where south on La Salle, mid block, just before 89" street. Believing the car had been used 
in a serious crime, they wanted to know what they had, before making the stop. They activated 
their forward red light and the driver and the passenger, looked back, then made a hard left turn 
on 89" Street, continuing east. After the suspects ran the stop on 89" Street, they activated 
everything on their unit, wigwags, strobe and siren, to make sure the suspect’s knew it was the 
police behind them. The suspects failed to yield, looked back again, and had to slam on their 
brakes to keep from running into the east curb of Halldale Avenue at 89" Street. The suspect’s 
vehicle came to a stop, and the driver looked back over his shoulder. The driver suspect, then 
put the car into reverse, backed up and “tried to take them out,” by ramming their car. The driver 
suspect aimed his vehicle directly at them, backing up approximately fifty feet. He said he could 
hear the tires on the suspect’s vehicle breaking traction as the vehicle sped backwards. He said 
when the suspect’s vehicle rammed their unit, they were at a complete stop. 


He said immediately after being rammed, both doors of the suspect’s vehicle opened and the 
suspects began to exit their vehicle. Deputy Leonard said he was going for his gun and trying to 
get out of the car. He said his door was jammed, that he was unable to open it and had to lean 
outside of his window to cover down on the passenger suspect. When the passenger suspect 
opened his door, he could see his right arm holding the door open, that he turned towards him, 
but couldn’t see his left hand. He saw the passenger suspect’s right knee, but never saw the 
passenger’s suspect left hand. He looked through the windshield of their unmarked unit and saw 
the driver suspect was pointing a blue steel revolver or automatic, at them. He said it looked as 
if the driver suspect had brought the handgun from his waist area. He said that he didn’t fire his 
weapon for several reasons. He saw the suspect bring his gun up, but because he was locked in 
the car he couldn’t get the right angle to take the shot. He said that he was also worried that if he 
took his gun off the passenger suspect, the suspect would run up to the car and shoot them. He 
reiterated that the passenger suspect was his main concern and that he was afraid that the lag 
time to engage, could be fatal. He said that when Deputy Garrido fired at the driver suspect, it 
probably saved their lives. After Deputy Garrido fired on the driver suspect, both suspects 
immediately got back into their car and drove off, accelerating rapidly. Deputy Leonard said he 
was stuck in the car and left leaning out of the window. He said they initiated a pursuit and 
advised units of the 998. When they went into pursuit, immediately after the 998, he was 
broadcasting on his handheld, which was still on L -TAC, after monitoring traffic from the last

They pursued the suspect vehicle east on 89" Street, across Normandie Avenue, to 88" Street, 
were it continued east on 88" Street. In the 1200 Block of 89" Street the suspect’s vehicle slowed 
down, both doors opened and the driver suspect jumped from the moving vehicle. The driver 
suspect then ran north through an apartment complex. The passenger suspect remained in the 
vehicle until it crashed into a parked car on the north side of 89 Street. After the crash, the 
passenger exited the vehicle and ran north, just east of where the driver had run, toward some 
houses. 


He said that when they stopped, he had to climb out of the front passenger’s side window to get 
out of the car. He said he didn’t know if the driver suspect took his gun from the vehicle or if the 
passenger suspect was also armed. He said they elected not to go into foot pursuit of the suspects, 
but rather, to set up a containment. He said the total distance from the time they activated their 
red light, to the time the suspects abandoned their vehicle was a short distance, maybe a mile or 
less and lasted only a couple of minutes. 


INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS: 

After being notified of an on duty, non hit shooting, on-call Internal Affairs Investigators arrived 
at the Lennox Command Post (at 2330 hours) with the situation still very fluid. Lennox Station 
personnel, with assisting units had set up an area containment. Sheriff K-9 units with additional 
deputies were conducting a sweep of the area and a Special Enforcement Bureau team was en 
route to the command post, in anticipation of serving a search warrant. Due to the pursuit 
culminating in the immediate search area, IAB Investigators did not respond to the termination 
point on 88th Street. The Sheriff's Crime Lab was requested, and Deputy Vanderschaaf 

+ responded. An inspection of the suspect’s vehicle by Lennox Detective Messerschmidt 
and Deputy Vanderschaaf revealed one bullet strike to the driver’s door, two bullet holes to the 
inside of the front windshield and a bullet hole in the dashboard. (Refer to Exhibit C- 
Photographs #11,#18, #19 and #20) 


On 07-30-2003 Detective Messerschmidt from Lennox Station O.S.S., along with assistance 
from S.E.B. and G.E.T., served Search and Ramey Warrants at two different locations. As a 
result of that service, Anthony Giddens MB/19 and Izear Johnson MB/19 were arrested and 
charged with the assault on Deputy Garrido and Deputy Leonard. (Refer to Exhibit A)

ADDENDUM TO INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY 


On 01-13-04 Law Enforcement Technician John E. Scales and Deputy Mark Shirey of 
Communications and Fleet Management Bureau were contacted in an effort to determine why the 
air bags in the unmarked patrol vehicle (Co.# 3264) failed to deploy, after being rear ended by 
the suspect’s vehicle. A search of repair and work orders on vehicle # 3264 revealed the 
following factual information, as verified in Exhibit D. County Equipment # 3264, has sustained 
front end damage on four separate dates. 


> Vehicle history shows repairs for major front end damage on 06-30-98, at 31,657 
miles. Damage shown as moderate to major to suspension, door panels and idler 


arms. 
> At 64, 000 miles repair, replace front bumper and front end suspension. 
» 07-28-03 replace left front door molding, and door shell. Re-Square vehicle. Total 


cost billed $109.00. Used parts 
i 09-22-03 repair replace front bumpers, deck lid, hood and roof. 


General consensus is that frame damage normally occurs at speeds of 15 to 25 mph. Additional 
contributing factors are, Did the vehicle have prior frame damage? (specifically front end), the 
angle of impact and if prior repairs were made, were the repairs properly done? (absorbers 
replaced and all bolts replaced) Based on the variables listed above, damage could have occurred 
at speeds of as slow as 5 mph. 


Air bags are designed to deploy only when forward inertia is detected. Normally when the 
vehicle is struck while stationary, the air bags will not deploy. (Refer to Miscellaneous 
Documents) 


In reviewing the shooting with Detective Curt Messerschmidt | Lennox OSS, it was 
discovered that Detective Messerschmidt was in possession of additional crime lab photographs that 
depicted the suspect’s vehicle. Inadvertently these photographs had not been provided to IAB or to 
this investigator. Four additional photographs #18 thru # 22 have now been included in this review. 
(Refer to Exhibit C) The photographs offer full accounting of the four rounds fired by Deputy 
Garrido. Further, the photographs indicate that the suspect vehicle was in front and ata slight angle 
from Deputy Garrido when the rounds struck. 
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Based on the distance between the points of impact (Exhibit C # 19 and #20) it appears that at least 
two of the rounds were fired in rapid succession, commonly referred to as a double tap. 


On 03-10-04, Deputy Garrido was interviewed for a second time, in order to answer questions not 
adequately addressed in his first interview. Deputy Garrido said that after the suspect's vehicle, 
backed into their radio car, the cars were separated by a distance of between 20 to 40 feet. He said 
that it seemed that the cars kinda of bounced apart, with the suspect’s vehicle rolling forward in a 
north east direction. 


He said that when the suspect driver opened the driver’s door and leaned out, he was illuminated 
by the left high beam head light of the patrol car. Deputy Garrido said that he fired four rounds, in 
two bursts of two rounds at a time. He said he fired at the suspect driver, when the suspect pointed 
a gun at him and held his fire when the suspects drove off. Deputy Garrido is not certain if one of 
his rounds struck the suspect vehicle driver’s door, as the door was being shut by the suspect. 


Deputy Garrido said that they were able to catch up with the suspect’s vehicle around the 8700 block 
of La Salle Avenue and run the license plate. He said that they traveled approximately 3/4 of a block 
before getting a return and activating their red lights. Deputy Garrido said they had been driving 
with their high beam head lights on, so that their unmarked radio car would not project the normal 
patrol car silhouette. He said that in the past they have been able to sneak up on suspects, who did 
hot recognize their vehicle as a unmarked unit. He said that after lighting them up, he gave them a 
minute, before activating all of their vehicles emergency lights. 
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
